TERRORIST ACQUISITION. IN OUR DISCUSSIONS HERE IN PREPARA-

EXPRESSED ABOUT THE SECURITY OF IRANIAN CONTROLS. WE WOULD

ACCOUNTABILITY— FOR SENSITIVE WEAPONS SYSTEMS? D. WHAT 
WOULD GOI REACTION BE TO US OFFER TO ASSIST IN ESTABLISHING
